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and title below) , containing an attack on the activities of the Society of Jesus in his diocese 
of Pueblo de Los Angeles. The above tract is a reply on behalf of the Society to one of 
these editions of the letter, doubtless to the first or undated edition. In addition to their 
American interest the three items have importance as documents in the Port Royal con- 
troversy, for Pére Annat asserts in effect in the pamphlet entered above that this publica- 
tion of the Le¢tre, without place or printer, ten years after its transmission to the Pope, 
was a part of the Jansenist attack on the Jesuits. Though Southwell calls Pére Annat 
‘¢ Haeresium malleus,’’ it is clear from Sainte-Beuve’s Port Royal that he was neither 
uncompromising nor wholly successful in his opposition to the Jansenists.

“¢T,’Estat du Nouveau Monde,’’ with a map of the Western Hemisphere, occupies 
pages 200-234. The first edition of this work was published in two issues at St. Omer in 
1614. One issue bore a variant title, beginning ‘‘ Les Empires, royaumes, estats . . . et 
principautez du Monde.’’ It was republished at least eleven times before 1655. In 1637 
and 1643 appeared enlarged editions in seven volumes each by F. Ranchin with a new 
title Le Monde, ou la description generale de ses quatres parties. The edition of 1637 
seems to have been begun by Avity and carried on after his death in 1635 by F. Ranchin, 
beginning with volume VI. In 1660 (see this catalogue) appeared the much enlarged 
edition by J. B. Rocoles. The book came out in 1638 in a German translation by J. L. 
Gottfried, who was also responsible for the Latin edition of 1628 with the title Archonto- 
logia Cosmica. Edward Grimstone translated the English edition of 1615. The present edi- 
tion of 1659 is simply a reissue, augmented, of the editions published in Avity’s lifetime 
without the editorial revisions of Ranchin or Rocoles. Its dedication is signed *‘M. M. 
S. H.’? Itsfinal privilege is dated June, 1659. See Dampierre, Antilles Francaises, pages 
21-23. Mr. Wilberforce Eames calls our attention to the fact that the generally assumed 
identity of Joh. Ludwig: Gottfried (mentioned above and elsewhere in this catalogue) 
with Johann Philipp Abelin is disputed by Frieda Gallati in ‘‘ Der Kénighch Schwedische 
in Teutschland geftihrte Krieg’’ des Bogislav Phillip von Chemnitz und seine Quellen.

This chronicle was composed as a supplement to an 
earlier ‘‘ Abbregé’’ of the Annales ecclesiastici of Baronius, but the abridgement in 
question has not proved readily identifiable by reference to the catalogues of the British 
Museum and the Bibliothéque Nationale. Chaulmer’s supplement begins with the year 
1641, and normally it would be associated with an abridgement that ended with the 
events of 1640. In 1641 appeared in Latin an edition of Henri de Sponde’s epitome of 
the Annales ecclesiastici, ending with the year 1640, but though other editions of Sponde’s 
epitome were translated into French by Pierre Coppin with the title L’ dbrégé des An- 
nales Ecclésiastiques, etc., the designation found in Chaulmer’s title above, we have not 
been able to locate an 4brégé of this series concluding with the year 1640. If such an 
edition existed it would be natural to assume that the Chaulmer supplement had been 
composed as its continuation. In 1673 appeared Chaulmer’s French translation of the 
popular Latin abridgement of the Annales made by Lodovico Aurelio of Pérouse, 7.e., 
Auréle Perusin. Four different imprints are found in four different copies of Chaulmer’s 
Le Nouveau Monde, entered above. The Bibliothéque Nationale copy bears the imprint 
of ‘‘S. Piget’’; the Boston Athenaeum copy, Sabin. No. 12294, has ‘‘ chez Simon le 
Sourd’’; the Maggs Bros. copy has ‘‘ chez Eustache Daubin’’, and the copy described 
above has ‘‘ chez Estienne Miraut’’. All of these issues are dated 1659, and from the 
identity of form and collation, one assumes that they were made up of the same sheets 
with variant title-pages.

It must have occurred to many who have read this poem that it 
was a satirical production directed at Captain John Smith, although this possibility does 
not seem to have been mentioned either by bibliographers or by others who have discussed 
its broad burlesque. The statement sometimes made that its hero was a seaman of the 
time of Elizabeth rests only on the unsupported assertion of Anthony 4 Wood, and the 
personality thus brought into being by Wood was probably created after the event: The 
poem was first issued in 1631, one year after the first edition of Captain John Smith’s 
True Travels. The short step from Captain ‘‘Smith’’ to Captain ‘‘ Jones’’ provides the 
easily penetrated disguise necessary to the purposes of burlesque, and the general siml- 
larity of the adventures related, including an attempt to make a settlement in America,

Furthermore the word ‘‘ Occidentales,’’ present above, has been elim- 
inated from the title given below, a correction made desirable by the fact that Palafox 
discusses the activities of the Jesuits in China and in the Philippines as well as in Amer- 
ica. There are other indications of this sort that the dated edition was the later. Streit, 
Bibliotheca Missionum, u.

Another edition, by J. B. de Rocoles, with similar title was issued in 1660 in 7 
volumes, of which the present work is volume 7. Of the two maps of America in the book, 
both dated 1661, asin one of the British Museum copies, one shows California as an island 
according to new discoveries, while the other, signed P. Bertius and engraved after the 
larger map in the edition of 1643, shows it as part of the continent. The privilege for the 
publication of the complete work, printed in this volume, is dated May 15, 1660. The 
Quelques Particularitez du Pays des Hurons by Francois Gendron, pages 201-206, was 
reprinted at Albany in1868 by John Gilmary Shea in an edition of one hundred copies, 
John Carter Brown, 1m. 873. We are indebted to Mr. Victor Hugo Paltsits for the follow- 
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ing note under date of September 24, 1924: ‘‘T find in Transactions of the Royal Society 
of Canada, series 3, vol. v1, considerable data about the Abbé Frangois Gendron. Ac- 
cording to a certification of Father Paul Ragueneau, Superior of the Huron Missions, 
Gendron, who was a physician, came to Canada in 1643, living in the Huron country until 
1650, serving both Canadians and Indians graciously in all their maladies. Gendron re- 
turned to France. Some of his letters written in 1644 and 1645 have been lost, but others 
were conserved by Jean Baptiste de Rocoles, appearing first in print in Pierre D’Avity’s 
Description générale du Monde, at the end of the American section, called ‘ Troisiéme par- 
tie’ (1660), pages 201-206. The reprint of 1868, which is the last publication of John 
Gilmary Shea’s series, was taken from the above edition of D’ Avity. The 1868 title-page 
was made up largely from D’ Avity to look antique. Mr. Eames says that ‘Sabin made the 
error of assuming that the reprint was from a separate edition of 1660’ (Sabin, vol. 7, 
page 198). He adds: ‘This error was corrected in my note under RELATION, vol. 16, 
page 542, which was submitted to Dr. Shea, and had his approval.’’’ The title of the 
article to which Mr. Paltsits here calls attention is Les Gendron, medecins des rois et des 
pauvres, by M. PhilippeChampault in the Royal Society of Canada, Proceedings and

In his 
dedication to James, Duke of York, dated June 21, 1660, Hayward owns his temer- 
ity in offering to the royal prince a book that had first appeared with a prefatory epistle 
in which the power of the Parliament was acknowledged, but he hopes the new auspices 
under which the book is issued will increase its usefulness and permit it ‘‘ to see the 
light with freedom, from which it hath been kept this five years since it was printed, 
all the Copies still remaining in the Authors hands, who hath not yet disposed of twenty 
of them to this blessed Day.’’ As the address ‘*To the Concern’d Reader’? is dated 
June 21, 1660, also, it is probable that this section too was an addition to this issue of 
the book. Whoever else secured a copy of the issue of 1655 (none in British Museum), 
it is certain that George Kendall, Clerk of the Survey at Deptford, was an early purchaser, 
for in 1656 he published his Clerk of the Surveigh surveighed, and his Rigging cast. To 
this attack Hayward replied with The Answer of Edward Hayward to a most abusive and 
Scandalous Pamphlet lately published by Geo. Kendall. This reply was published by Peter

In Phillips, No. 3428, the Library of Congress copy of this book, therein designated

The 
note to Sabin, No. 66870, gives the origin of the controversy that drove Pynchon from 
Boston. His book The Meritorious Price of our Redemption, London, 1650 (the copy 
in this library of 1652 is a reissue of the 1650 sheets with a new title-page), was replied 
to by John Norton in 4 Discussion of the Great Point in Divinity, the Sufferings of Christ 
(see this catalogue under the year 1653). To this official counterblast Pynchon replied 
with a new and much expanded work bearing the title The Meritorious Price of Mans 
Redemption (see this catalogue for 1655), and in 1662 issued the above work in which 
he replies to some of Norton’s points that in his haste he had not been able to touch 
upon in 1655, although in the meantime Norton had been silent. As far as the original 
participants were concerned, this controversy as to the problems of the fall of man and of 
his redemption was about to end. Pynchon died in 1662 and Norton in 1663. The 6‘ gross 
Errours, and Socinian Heresies’’ of William Pynchon were replied to also by N. Chew- 
ney in Anti-Socinianism, London, 1656, a copy of which was secured by this library too 
late for entry under that year. Pynchon’s book of 1650 had the distinction of being burnt 
on Boston Common by order of the General Court on October 16, 1650. See Cotton 
Mather’s Magnalia, London, 1702, m. 35.

First published in 1658 (see this catalogue), this important and in- 
formative work on the Antilles has been the cause of much discussion as to authorship, 
being attributed by some writers to Lonvillier de Poincy and claimed by du Tertre as 
simply a rewriting of his own work on the same subject. The question is discussed most 
satisfactorily in Sabin, No. 72314, and at greater length by Jacques de Dampierre in 
his Essai sur les Sources de ’Histoire des Antilles Francaises, Paris, 1904, pages 137— 
145. M. Dampierre repeats an old error, however, in giving the name of the author as 
César de Rochefort, a contemporary of Charles de Rochefort, but a different individual. 
The author’s name, or perhaps it would be better to say ‘‘ the editor’s name,’’ is given 
on the title-page of the Dutch translation entered above as ‘‘ Charles’’, and it is so re- 
peated at the head of the verses addressed to him on leaf**** 3, verso. One of our 
copies of the first edition of 1658, the ‘‘L. D. P.’’ copy, has the following inscription in 
a contemporary hand on the title-page: ‘* Par Charles de Rochefort cy devant ministre 
da S. Evangile atx Antilles & a present pasteur de l’Eglise Walonne a Rotterdam’’, 
practically the same description as occurs on the above title-page. The Dutch edition 
entered above has greater bibliographical importance than has been usually observed, as 
this, and not the French edition of 1665, contains the first publication of the letters from 
Poincy often cited in support of Rochefort’s authorship. For other editions of the work 
in various languages, see Sabin, Dampierre, and this catalogue under the years 1665, 
1666, 1667, 1668, 1681.

This is the first issue, Part I, of the Thévenot collection of voyages. Part If was pub- 
lished in 1664, Part III in 1666, Part IV in 1672 and Part V in 1696. At three dif- 
ferent times during this period the ‘‘remainder’’ sheets of the parts that had already 
appeared in print were reissued with new title-pages and with variant leaves and plates. 
This occurred in 1664, 1672, and 1683. In 1696, after Thévenot’s death, a final issue 
appeared containing Part V, not previously printed. It will be understood from this that 
there really was only one edition of Thévenot, and as that edition was completed only 
in 1696, the issue bearing that year on its general title-page is ordinarily regarded as 
the standard for collation. 

Bibliographers have expended great pains on the collation of the Thévenot collection. 
The standard authority on the work as a whole is still the Mémoire sur la Collection des 
grands et petits Voyages, et sur la Collection des Voyages de Melchisedech Thevenot, by 
A. G. Camus, Paris, 1802. Brunet gave a collation in which he added two pieces not 
recorded by Camus. A Supplement to the first John Carter Brown Catalogue of 1865-66, 
pages 251-261, contained collation and notes of the Thévenot collection in this Library. 
This material was incorporated in Part II of the second catalogue published in 1882. 
In the meantime in 1879 had appeared The Voyages of Thévenot, No. II of the Con- 
tributions to a Catalogue of the Lenox Library. None of these added appreciably to the 
list of essential pieces given by Camus, although the Lenox study noted in detail all 
variations that appeared in the four sets belonging to that Library. An even more de- 
tailed collation occupies columns 8830-8841 in Volume IV of the Bibhiotheca Lin- 
desiana. 

For a list of the contents of the John Carter Brown set of Thévenot, see the John 
Carter Brown Catalogue (1882), 1, pages 368-378. The set lacks the following pieces 
needed to make a complete collection of these voyages, including variants. The num- 
bers employed are those of the Lenox list.

Re- 
lating the events that caused Whiting to come to America, Cotton Mather tells us 
pleasantly in the Magnalia, London, 1702, Book III. Part I]. Chapter XXVIII: ‘‘The 
Ecclesiastical Sharks then drove this Whiting over the Atlantic Sea, unto the American 
Strand.’’

For remarks 
on these woodcuts see Hans Staden. Warhaftige Historia, a facsimile of the Marburg edi- 
tion of 1557 with notes by Richard N. Wegner. Frankfurt a. M. 1925, pages 16, 19-20 
of the Begleitschrift, where is found much information as to reprints of the Hans Staden 
narrative and other interesting gleanings of bibliographical facts. Wynkelmann, quoting 
Bolduanus, refers, pages 135-136, to the copperplates by Dietrich de Bry illustrating 
Staden’s narrative in De Bry, Part III. and to the Merian plates in J. L. Gottfriedt, 
Newe Welt und Americanische Historien, 1631 and 1655. The Merian plates are the De 
Bry plates retouched, and these seem to derive from the woodcuts of the Marburg edition 
here described.

This edition of 1665 is the same trans- 
lation lacking the documentary material which occupies pages 143-158 of the edition of 
1597 and having on pages 102-103 a section headed ‘‘ Der Author’’ which is a portion 
only of the section headed ‘* Der Dolmetscher an den Leser’’ which occupies pages 121— 
124 of the edition of 1597. Leclerc (1878), No. 340, and Tiele, Navigateurs Néer- 
landais, page 331, say that the German translation of 1597 was made from the French 
version of Jacques de Miggrode of 1 579 (see this catalogue for that year) .Sabin,No.11277, 
on the contrary, says the translation of the German edition of 1597 is from the Spanish, 
but it seems that his assertion is incorrect. ‘‘Der Dolmetscher an den Leser’’, pages 
121-124 of the German translation of 1597 isa translation of Miggrode’s ‘‘ Le Transla- 
teur’’, pages 142-157 of the French edition of 1579, and the pages that follow ‘‘ Der 
Dolmetscher an den Leser’’ contain the same abstracts of matter from other Las Casas 
tracts that appear in the Miggrode translation, following the Flemish translation of 1578. 
The engraved title of this 1665 edition is from the same plate as that which was used in 
the German edition of 1599 (see this catalogue for that year), and the plates found in 
the Kurtze Erklérung of the edition of 1599 are printed in the text of this edition of 1665 
from the same copperplates. These copperplates were originally used in the Latin edition 
of Las Casas published in Frankfurt by DeBry in 1598. The note to Sabin, No. 11281, 
based on the John Carter Brown Catalogue of 1865-1866, No. 705, is incorrect.

This book, the Downing tracts, and the Dutch tracts in reply to Downing are part of 
the ‘propaganda’? of both contestants that preceded the Dutch War of 1665-1667.

Copies of the book not already sold, or to be sold at the F air, will unfailingly be issued 
by the publisher with the list of errata printed on the verso of the leaf containing the 
extract from Macrobius, i.e. Pi. The publisher counted without the paternal thorough- 
ness. When the elder Paulli returned the corrections they could not be printed on the 
verso of the designated leaf, but ran to four full leaves as shown in our copy of the

The notes in the old John 
Carter Brown Catalogue and in Sabin are misleading. Volume II does not relate wholly 
or even at all to America. John Carter Brown, 1. 988 refers to a second edition of 1684 
in which the American portion is contained in Volume II. This reference is to the second 
volume of the translation into German by Mathias Soutermans (see this catalogue for 
1684) entitled Kirchen-Geschichte ... , in which the American portion of the work 
is found on pages 235-606, very much augmented. In the edition of 1667 here described, 
the American portion of the work is found in pages 311-457 of Volume I. The parts 
relating to Germany, France, the Netherlands, and England were translated into Ger- 
man also by Ulrich Dirrhaimer and published at Vienna in two volumes in 1701 (Som- 
mervogel, m1. 100, No. 11). Sommervogel refers also to a translation of a third part 
by Dirrhaimer, published at Cologne in 1697, but remarks that he had not seen this 
work. Under Cornelius Hazart’s name he lists 87 titles, mostly controversial, in which 
this noted Jesuit defender of the Roman faith was concerned as author or subject. He 
gives references also to two nineteenth century biographical studies of Father Hazart. The 
plates in the four volumes represent the work of several different engravers.

Le premier routier-pilote de Terre-Neuve (1579), by Ch. de la Ronciére, Paris, 1904 
(Extrait de la Bibliotheque de ’ Ecole des chartes, Année 1904,t.LXv.), gives an account 
of this famous routier, in which the distances and courses of Newfoundland were given 
in detail originally for the benefit of the French fishermen. First published in 1579 at 
Bordeaux, there were editions of Rouen, 1632 ; Bourdeaux, 1633; La Rochelle, 1636. 
It was translated and published in Basque at Bayonan (Bayonne) in 1677. Surely M. 
de la Ronciére is mistaken in describing the book as a ‘‘contrefacgon ’’ of Les Voyages 
avantureux du capitaine Jan Alfonce. The title of the popular Alfonce book was prob- 
ably in the mind of the printer of the Hoyarsabal, but there are few other resemblances 
and both books trace to common originals extending back to the Periplus of Scylax, 
some five hundred years B. c. The Newfoundland portion of this edition of Hoyarsabal 
consists of pages 102—120, containing sailing directions so precise that they were sur- 
passed, says M. de la Ronciére, only by those of Cook centuries later.

The publishers of the book, Jean and Eustache Viret, Jean Berthelin and Jean Lucas, 
declare in the dedication that this edition of 1671 is the largest and fullest that has yet 
appeared.

In (a) the signatures begin with ‘*B’’; in (b) and (c) they begin with ‘‘A’’; (b) and 
(c) are alike and are printed from a resetting of type; (b) and (c) lack the matter 
found in (a) on pages 140-143; the pagination of (b) and (c) is continuous, though 
irregular. 

Downing complains in this Discourse that 4n Extract out of the Register . . . of the Es- 
tates General. . . upon the Memorial of Sir George Downing has been officially circulated 
by the government of the Netherlands before being submitted to him. The Discourse 
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alone was published originally in London in 1664 in quarto. It is republished in this edi- 
| tion of 1672 with exacerbating additions as part of the propaganda for the new Dutch 
war. In this catalogue for 1665 appear translations of the Discourse into French and 
Dutch, entitled Memoire du Chevalier George Downing and Memorie van de Heere Gorge 4 
Downing. These are both dated in December, 1664, while the present English edition is . 
dated in September, 1664. The Discourse and the additional matter in this issue have New 
Netherland interest. The Extract to which Downing replies in this Discourse has not been | 
| identified under that title. A comparison of the matter occupying pages 107-171 of the 
work entered above with Robert Clavell’s His Majesty’s Propriety and Dominion on the 
Brittish Seas Asserted (see this catalogue for 1665), shows it, with its almost identical 
title, to be an abstract of the facts and arguments advanced in the earlier work. This cir- 
| cumstance, combined with the singleness of aim of these two works of 1665 and 1672, 
justifies one in suggesting Clavell as the ‘‘ Meaner Hand’’ which edited the later book 
and wrote the greater part of its contents.
